■whose pictures appear. As at present constituted. Junior have to hand ilielr 
liiosr.nphs at the hocinnins: of their Junior year so lliat they arc tible to In- 
<*ude the ac:ivitle-s of but two years at coUcse, wherea.s under the now sys- 
tem the hiosraphy would represent three years of colleiro activity.

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BE SOBER AND MISTRUSTFUL ^ 

A oort:un laboraiory at McGill University 
preaclics a .^cnnon in cloven words to wlioni- 
socvcr enters its doors. For there, painted in 
unassuminp black letters on the wall above 
no of of the tables, arc the words "lîc snober 
n'd mistrustful; those are the sinews of the 
undcrstflnding." 

It seems almost unnocos.<ary to conuiunit 
on a sentence like that. Breath-takinjr in their 
significance, the words come out of the ivist. 
like a dash of cold water in the face of coinla- 
cent cedulity. 

How often have we seen student? (lirown 
into an intolloc'tual panic on hearing two pro- 
fessors lor.ohinir completely diverpcnl views 
upon the same subject. "Whicli arc wi> to be- 
lieve?" they ask in an apgri.eved tone of voice, 
might be possible to disbelieve both, to .sober- 
It probably never enters their minds that it 
ly weight ih; evidence tiiem.selves, and then to 
form nn opinion of their own unlike either of 
tho.=^e proposed. Stf.àerâs are not. required to 
beMevc all they are told. The professor who has 
stimulated his c»a.-s lo think lor themselves has 
done a mightier deed than oi'.e. who has merely 
poured into their al!-bclicving cars a mass of ; 
information coloured by his own personal ; 
opinion. Just because a profesor sweai's by a j 
certain poet, is r.j reason why the student j 
should not tnuik thai same poet assinine and j 
insipid. Nor do ihe professors expect other- 
wise. They want their students to think — not ! 
to hold their mouths open like a nestful of 
birds, -waiting for providence, or some other 
interested peison. to send a worm. 

Bui the ancient physician who bequeathed 
such sound advice did not advocate the opposite 
extreme, the "doubting Thomas" attitude. 
Everyone is familiar vciin the man who cannot 
be told anyihing. He considers an opinion un- 
like* his own as worthless, and refuses to be- 
lieve ihai ihere may be something, after all, 
in what ihc other fellow says. He is mistrust- 
I'ul of other opinions, but his mistrust does not 
include the validity of his own conclusions. 

We must, then be soberly mistrustful even 
of our own opinions nad prejudices. "For these 
are the sinews of the understanding.''

To begin to draw the attention of the | 
• authorities to the defects in the ntv.- Arih Build- 
ing would be a pity but it is only rignt to com- :

It is a defect common | 
to all new buildings, namely the ill-fitting con- ] 
dition of the doors, especially in the largest lec- 1 
ture-room in the building, room 44. 1 

There are sufficient causes of disturbajice , 
jn the neighbourhood of the building with new 
structures going up in the viciiiity without ad- 
ding to the iioistj fro mwithin. It is yuite a com- 
mon thing for a lecturer to start and .stop his 
lecture three of four times to walk to the door 
and close it or signal to one of in the class to 
close the door which means slam tlie door and 
disturb the class. 

J\'ow tint condition îiais to slop foi- it i.-:- 
au alarming condition and oJie that can be 
easily avoided by simply plaining the dooi-, tJje 
offending door would be made to fit iii th(i jam 
and inorc inlcilerimce to study in tiie Arts 
jiuilding would be (jliminated.

N'o Canadian can doubt that there has been a iiM>t ini- 
porlant evolution in her lelalions with the iiiollier eoiinliy 
and with Ihe world at largr, since llie Creat War, lliroiigh 
the Treaty of Versailles, the fisarmanicnt Conference, and 
llie Iiupeiial Conference of I'lJ'i. Very few, however, have 
the leehnic.il anci lesal haekcrounil wiiieh will enable Iheni 
to undersland exactly tlie extent of this evolution. It is 
high time, ilicreforc. two jears after Ihe last Imperial ron- 
fercnee. that a review of the progress up lo the present 
time fhoidd nuke its appearance. It is well that we should 
t.il,e >!.v'< I'l oiir^i-I\os hoiore any ni'^re strp< be t.ikrii in 
a licvclopnicnl wliieh will be of the srealesl import to our 
ioi:;".:ry. 

.\s things now stand, there arc two obvions routes whicii 
forever present themselves to the mind. One is an extension 
01 our autonomy such as to constitute in the cud only a 
personal union with tircal Uritain iliroush llic ascucy of a 
common kin;. Tb.e other is a gradual investing of executive 
and legislative jiowers in a body whicli would take the place 
of, and obiain greater official sanction tlian the present 
Imperial conicrcncc system. Another ahcniativc very seldom 
brought forward nowadays is coinplcic separation, with pos- 
sible annexation to the United States. 

That the collaboraiots are not in agreement with any 
one of these tendencies is seen at once l>y their happy present- 
ation of the insurmountable difficulties to be encountered 
if any one of these patlis be followed to its logical eon- 
cl'.i.-ion. Thai a federation would be loo loosely governed, 
and would lose a crcat part of tho local autoiioiny for whicli 
the Dominions have been striving since tlicjr conception, 
and that a personal union would present only a ludicrous 
and dangerous relation between the different members of 
the union, are two propositions wliich arc clearly and frank- 
ly discussed in all manner of detail. 

A srcat deal has been written about the treaty-making 
powers which have been given to Canada, about the fact 
that she did not sign and even protested against the 
J^iuannc Treaty, thus showing that fhe need not tic hrr- 
stl: to any British agreement in the innking of v.hic!i .vlic 
v.i- (. .r.^'jhc'J, and more iinri:cnlrirly aliout tlio rerrut 
appo;:il!riC!;t5 of Ministers in Ws'ihiuRton, P.iris anil Tokio.

In commcnl- 
Inc upon tho financial position ot the 
soolet.v. Melanson pointed ont that 
there was a deficit of over n thotlsand 
dolars aitil lliat the eleven Ihousnnd 
dollars whi. h conr-t it uled tho capital 
when the stu.lenls took over the 
I'nion, had dwindled to six thousand, 
lîecelpts In the tuck .shop nnd billiard 
room had fallen and he nrRod every- 
one lo palronlr,e these institutions to 
the .croate,«l extend possible. 

Financial Report 

The financint report of the Society 
for tho year ending .lunc 30, was pre- 
sented by Ml', rictcher. This showed 
an evcess expenditure of Î9ÎI.62 as 
compared with a net reventie of C-JK.- 
4; for the prevlotis year, .1 difference 
of ft. 100.01, The statement shows 
very little ch.inRO in tho Income and 
Kxivndllurc on "General Account" or 
of the "Sundry AettvUles" with the 
foUowin,:: exceptions. (I) An Increase 
of î7iî.S.tl4 in the net income from the 
Ked and Wliite Hevue; tJ) A decrease 
op $451.70 in the net Income from the 
Annual of tho current year. O) \ de- 
crease ot $227.47 In the excess expen- 
diture ot the band. (4) An incre.-\se of 
$l,434.!>n in the excess expenditure ot 
the Vnion. 

^Vilh regard to this last item con- 
oerninp the Vnlon. the auditors say 
the following: Universal Kees, Kn- 
dowmcnt Kund Interest and tho Over- 
head Expenses ot the Union were 
practically the s.ame as In the pre- 
vious year. There was. however, .i 
considerable reduction In both tiros* 
and Xct Income from LîiUliirds, To- 
bacco. Confectionary .md Tuck Shop, 
the Xct Revenue from these lielns 
$3..^55.T3 less than tiiat earned in tho 
previous year, or .1 decrease of about 
S3 1-3 per cent. There was a similar 
reduction in the Volume- of Business 
in the Cafeteria but despite this the 
Gross Profit on Trovlslons showed a 
decrease of only J204.S0. Expenditure 
on .-i:rnun: of Repairs and r.enew.ils 
Increased by ajj amount ot $1,5SS.>0 
but savings in Wasres and other Ex- 
penses offset this sufficiently to re- 
duce the Excess Expenditure of the 
Cafeteria to $l,07c.ir.. as compared 
with the loss <f ft;,:;.;! •,] jiig pre- 
vious yeir. In ^;ew of the reduced 
volume ot business and tiie large ex- 
penditure for Repairs and Renewal, 
the Cafeteria would appear to have 
produced very creditable results. 
Union Hout« Report 

In reporting for the Union Hou<e 
C'jminittea, Fred IVeldon, president 
of the Union, stated that the policy 
ot the Committee thl.<s year would hi 
to cut down overhead erpensps to ihî 
minimum and endeavour to have the 
students patronize the Union to tiio 
greatest extent and also lo give the-n 
the best possible meal at the lowest 
price in the Cafeteria. Jle deplored 
th'j fad that some .•students are in- 
cJlned to criticise the Union withojt 
ever offering S'jmetlilng Constructlvs. 
Jle reported that to date, the Cafe- 
teria has done more business than I'j 
the same time last year. He Hiate<] 
thai the present sysrem (jf jjavln;; .wi 
a la carlo and also a Liljle ij'Jiof! 
!i.i;ieM would i^e eontinued unie».-! f->l)- 
iiig putronage rails for discontinu- 
ance of the system. He expressed Hk' 
hoiie that this year ctudenta wouH 
use the Union '.iftener and aluo i)nt.
